ERN STATES, 


A Comprehensive Review of the Work of the Pasc and 
Present—Augusta’s Manu actures—-The Mills 
Devoted to Cotton and Their Work—New 
Mills — Personal Points, Etc. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Aveusta, March 30th, 13882.—The most important 
event of the year in Georgia in my opinion—sur- 
passing even the Markham house conferences—was 
the starting of the machine:y of the million dol 
lar Sibley millin Augusta. ; 

The next most important event of the year was 
the laying of the corner-stone, of the million dollar 
King mill at Augusta. 

How cheap do politicians seem by the side of the 
men who stand behind these and similar enter- 
prises, and how paltry is the clamor of the hus- 
tings When compared to the music ot the spindles, 
How inetlicient is the agitation of place-hunters or 
the fine rage of factions, and how empty their re 
zyesults, when set agauinsi the quiet and decorous 
work of business men who through these mills lift 
thousands of men and women from beggary and 
idleness, and light the fire on the hearthstones of 
hundreds of homes. 

Reilectious of this sort started me toward Au 
gusta a month ago—other engagements postponed 
my visit, and Iam here to-day on the wing. 


Ihave thoughtitimportant that a comprehensive 
review of cotton manufacturing in the south should 
be written. Weare constantly meeting paragraphs 
in the papers that give the earnings of certain mills 
fora certain period. These look brilliant; but they 
are held to be exceptional. Against the showing of 
the Langley mill, for example, or the Eagle & Phe- 
nix, I have been called upon frequently for an av- 
erage of all the mills in Georgia. This1 propose to 
give, plainly, concisely and as completely as possi- 
ble in this letterand those that follow. 

[am perfectly sure that a Georgia mill has an ad- 
yantage of one cent a pound in the manufactuie of 
cotton over a Massachusetts mill—everything con- 
sidered. Butitis not important to prove this. It 
matters very little tous what a New England mill 
does. If We can satisfy Georgians that ,a Georgia 
mill will pay sure and freasonable dividends, 
enough capital can be raised at home to build a 
cotton millin every county ofthe state. Ihave 
aincovered enough ‘‘corn-raising’’ farmers with fat 


‘old-fashioned purses to build a dozen mills them- 


Selves, if they can only be satisfied that manufac- 
turing pays. As strange as it may appear there isa 
general impression throughout Georgia that manu- 
facturing does not pay—and a subscription list 
started in three-fourths of our towns fora factory 
to-day, would be filled, if filled at all, by men who 
“subscribed what they were willing to lose in order 
to help the town.”’ It is with Georgians, therefore, 
thatthe advocates of new mills should address 
themselves first. 

Augusta is the most imporiant manufacturing 
city in the southern states. She has 133,300 spindles 
actually turning. These are set in 10 mills, which 
havea capacity for 20,000 additional spindles to be 
putin as fastas possible. Besides these, the King 
mill, with a capacity of 39,000 spindles is now being 
built, so that there are nearly 175,000 spin- 
dies in sight for the Fountain city. Of 
these mills, three—the Summerville mill, 4,000 spin- 
dles, owned by G. P. Curry; the Glade mill, 5,000 
spindles, owned by J. M. Clark’s Sons, and the Ster- 
ling mill, 3,000 spindles. J. B. Connelly, proprietor 
—fire private enterprises. The other eight mills 
represent a Capital of 4,100,000. The same amount 
of money is not invested in the same number of en- 
terprises in any business ir any city of the country 
thst pays, with the same security and lack of risk, 
better returns on the capiial- As will be shown 
from the follwing resume of facts gathered in a 
hurried tour through the leading factories, made 
under the courtesy of Mr. W. H. Barrett and Mr. 
Marion Verdery. 

—The Augusta factory is perhaps the best known, 
for itis the oldest of the mills located in the city. 
This mill has a capital of $600,000 and rins 26,200 
spindles and 790 looms. From 1865 to 1882, 17 years, 
it has paid out in cash dividends $1,467,000, or 
about 2) times its capital. To be exact, it has paid 
in 17 years 2.4444 per cent, or an average of 14'4 per 
cent perannum. Besides this, it now has a present 
surplus of between $340,000 and $350,000 or over 50 
per cent of its entire capital. For the past year or 
two it has reduced its dividends, with 
the view of increasing the surplus and putting in 
additional machinery. 
io 170. 

—The Langley mill has a capital of $400,000, with 
10,800 spindles and ,329 looms. It has paid in the 
past 314 years 4714 per vent dividends or an average 
of about15 per cent p& annum, To go further 
back, its net earnings in 8 years were $457,218.00 or 
112 per cent, or 13 per cent perannum. Last year 
it paid semi-annual dividends of 10 percent or 20 
per cent for the year. Its present surplus is $200,000 
er 50 per cent of its capital stock. Its stock is now 
worth between 160 and 170. 

—The Granitevil.e mill, with $600,000, has 34,600 
spindles and 900 looms. This company (H. H. 
Hickman, president, and S. W. Howland, superin- 
tendent,) pays 10 per cent dividend. Its policy has 
been to put its surplus above a fair dividend—and 
10 percent is certainly fair—into new spindles. 
Out of its surplus carnings—that is its earnings 
above the dividends it paid—the managers built, 
without a dollar’s expense to the stockholders, the 

“Vaucluse mills with 10,000 spindles for making 
fine fabrics, at acost of $340,000. The profits of 
the new mill were put to the credit of the original 
capital and a new surplus fund started with which 
in time a third mill may be built. Its present sur- 
plus is $125,649, or 25 per cent on its capital. Its 
stock of course commands a heavy premium. 

—The Enterprise is a new mill—and one of the 
finest in thecountry. it wasstarted in 1877 witha 
capital of $300,000 with Major George T. Jackson, 
president. ithad hardly got to running when it 
was determined to double its capacity. Additional 
capital of $200,000 was needed. Mr. M. J. Verdery, 
after such of this as was wanted in Augusta was 
taken, went t@#New York and placed the balance in 
good hands. e extension is not yet completed 
but the company paid 10 per cent dividend last 
pear andalready hasa surplus of $15,000. There is 
uo doubt that it will follow in the steps of the older 
mills—and besides paying good dividends accumu- 
late a large surplus with which to put in new ma- 
chinery, or new mills. 

—The Riverside mill uses'the ‘‘wgste’’of the others 
and makes a large profit, though what itis I had no 
means of knowing. The Globe and Sterling mills are 
equally prosperous, it is said, without the precise 
figures being availabie. The Summerville mill are 
immensely profitable. Mr. W. H. Inman told me 

that his knowlpdge of the business of this mill is 
what determined him upon building a large mill 
in Georgia.

It can accommodate about 49,000 spin- 
dies, and its capital is $1,000,000, The Augusta fac- 
tory, With 28,2.0 spindles, on a‘tapital of $750,000 
(including bonds), has earned (surplus added te 
dividends) 300 per cent in the past seventeen years. 
The Langley, with 10,800 spindles, on $400,000, has 
made quite as good a record. ‘To vary the sugges- 
tion, the Sibley fas hardly spent $50,000 in decora- 
ton. Theinterest on thisamvuunt will not seriously 
afiect its dividends. Asitis itisa monument to 
the new Georgia, second to nouvel have seen. By 
& strange coincidence the tower that stands at 
iis gateway, stands as the monumeat to old 
Georgia—being the sole remaining shaft of the 
powder miil of the confederacy. lt was weil that 
it wes left standing. Erect, unblemished, com- 
manding, it has been the silént witness of a revolu- 
tion as typical and thorough as the world eversaw. 
About its base, where once clustered a stern aud 
beleagured people working in rage and despair, 
busy menand women and children now run to 
and fro in sunshine and happiness Where once the 
blasts of death were forged and the ghastly work of 
war was done, peace now holds her gentle sway and 
the music of the spindles fills all the air. Tuorough 
it all and above it all the tower stands, 
at once the sentinel of anew and a brighter and 
better era, and the monument of an honorable and 
heroic struggle. 

The King mill with a capital of 3: ,000,000 will be 
built with less expense than the Sibley. Every ap- 
_songgreosepncte however, will be ample and first-class. 

ts managers simply propose to put nothing into 
architectural display and everything into ma- 
chinery. ‘lhe slender alert figure of the Hon. 
Charles Estes, who mainly organizec the scheme 
and raised the capital, may be scen any day 
in the superb race-way or along the foundaton 
walls watching the progress of the work. lt is said 
that the mill will be finished within a year, but 
thatis very uncertain. There are many contingen- 
cies in mill building. A wheel-pit, for instance, for 
the Augusta factory that Mr. Jackson estimated to 
cost $250,000, cost about #350,000, and swallowed 
2,000,000 brick before it was finished. A very ad- 
vyantggeous contract for the brick of the King mill 
has/een made, and fine results will be achieved 
wien the spindles are up and the earning record of 
the mill is made.

$3,000,000 ol capi- 
tal has been invested in new cotton mills jn this 
city. Whoputsitup? On this point, 1 will quote 
Major George T. Jackson, whose adniirable sagacity 
and conservative influence has been a leading mo- 
‘tive in building up this interest. said he: 

“The question of ca Rial is no longer to be con- 
sidered in Augusta. We can get all the capital 
we wait. It eomesalmcst unbidden. In raising 
a million dollars each for’ our last two 
mills, the right to subscribe commanded a pre- 
mium before. the books were closed. A premium 
was offered for Sibiey stock before the wheels 
started, and for King mill stock before the founda 
tions were laid. Under proper management a mil- 
lion dollars could be raised fora new mill without 
trouble.”’ 

+ “it was formeriy not so easy 

“No. And the change isa very instiuctive one. 
It come from slow and inexorable demoustration, 
By making a record year after year—the mills earn- 
ing in brignt of dull times from twelve to twenty- 
five per cent—we convinced our people that cutton 
manufacturing, upon which they had looked with 
distrust, offered reully the most profitable invest- 
ment they could make with safety. so that gradu- 
ally every Man or woman who had asurplusof a 
thousand dollars or so, began to look 
a 8 mony Sock to put it . in. 
There was no argumeni that could do this. Itre- 
quired demonstration. When one factory madea 
good showing it was said to be an exceptional mill. 
When severai mills made a good showing one year 
it was said to be an exceptional year. But when 
ull the mills, year after year, paia big dividends 
and piled up heavy surpluses, then the people be- 
gan to understand thal factory stock was u desirable 
investment. Since theu we have had no trouble.’’ 

Of the local subscribers to factory stocks there no 

very jurge holders. ‘The largest subscription made 
by an Augusta man was $100,000 with which Mr, 
J. P. King headed the list ef the King mill. ‘there 
are Many persons Who huave from $5,000 to $20,000 
on the books of several mills. The money of estutes 
is invested largely and itis fairto say that of t.e 
$4,000,000 in Augusta miils, over $3,000,000 is owned 
in Augusta. The northern subscribers are mainly 
New Yorkers who have southern interests, such as 
George 1. Seney, C-C. Baldwin, V. hk. Stevenson 
and Woodward, Baldwin & Co. 
—Mr William K Jackson, the veteran president of 
the Auguswi factory, said: ‘‘Fuirly managed, cotton 
factories iu Augusta will pay betlg and surer divi- 
dends than any business i know*of. We havea 
clear aud indisputable advantage of one cent per 
pound over the New England miils, No matter 
now ciose they may work they camnot wipe out 
this difference—consequeutly as long as New Eug- 
land can turn awhegl, we can prosper and pay 
dividends. This has been shown so Clearly that we 
can command all the capital we want.’’ 

In his talk with me, Mr, Jackson indirectly fa- 
vored a change in the policy of the Augusta mills 
that was discussed more thoroughly by Mr. Cogin, 
the superintendent of the old Augusta. Said the 
latter gentleman: 

“The mistake made,by the managers of our mills 
isin the disposition of their earnings. We have 
found it easy enough to make a large surplus, but 
have not been so successful in holdiug it. We pay 
too much out in dividendsand put too litdein new 
machinery.’’ 

‘For example:”’ : 

“Why, we have gone on paying out 10 to 20 per 
cent in vividends and not increasing our Capacity 
byuspindle. Thisis all wrong. 11 20,000 spindles 
will earn 15 per cent on $500,000, 40,000 spindles 
will earn 30 percent. jt is manifestly the interest 
then of every company to have as many spindles as 
possible in proportion to its capitwl. Jf a mull 
earned 15 per cent it ought to pay 5 per cent in div 
dends and put the balance into spindles. ‘Lhe re- 
sult of such a course is like compounding interest. 
Why we boast oi making 20 per cent with our mills 
when the Tremont and Suffolk mills of New hung 
land made lasc year 54 per cent. The reason of 
this is plain. That gill runs 200,000 spindies on a 
capital of $1,250,u00, while Augusta, with 34,000,000 
capital will have only 16U,000 spindles. With about 
one-fourth the capital the Tremont has about one 
fourth more spindles. Hence its o4 er cent 
profits,”’ : 

“You favor then putting the surplus earnings 
above a reasonable dividend iuto new spindiles?”’ 

“Ofcourse. If we pay only 8 per cent dividend— 
or €ven 10—and put every other dollar we earned 
into spindles, we should soon double our spindles 
without increasing our capital, and then we would 
produce astonishing results.’’ om 

‘Is the policy you suggest becoming popular? 

‘I don’t know; there issuch a demand from the 
stockholders for heavy dividends that few boards 
will resistit. Ithink, though, they will see after 
awhile that itis better to be content with a reason- 
able annual income and improve the property with 
the su:plus e@rnings. Then the era ol real success 
in manufacturing will have begun.”’ 

I found a strong feeling in the direction suggest- 
ed by Mr. Jackson and Mr. Cogin. The Kuterprise 
has uJready doubled its capacity by increased capi- 
tal under one management, and t.e disposition is 
togo further. The Graniteville has built a new 
mill out of its earnings, and now has more spin- 
dies to capital than any other mill. The Langley 
has put aside a surplus notwithstanding its heavy 
semi-annual dividends of 10 percent. The Augus- 
ta, after paying an average of about 18 per cent for 
several years, Cut down tor the last three years to § 
and 10 per cent. The Sibley has the capacity 
for more spindles and will doubtless use its surplus 
to provide them. So that without any new capital 
it will not be unreasonable to look fer a very heavy 
increase in the number of spindlesin Augusta. 

In the meantime, it is suggestive that aft the dis- 
cussion I heard in Augusta was not as to whether 
the factories could make heavy dividends, but as 
to what policy should govern the disposal of their 
surplus, above dividends. It went without saying 
that any factory would earn from 12 to 20 per cent, 
and what to do with the excess over i0 per cent was 
the only problem to solve.

TALKING ON TARIFF. 


A DULL SUBJECT WITH SOME DULL 
SPEECHES. 


Quoting a Georgia Paper to Prove that Cotton Plant- 
ers are Making Millions by Selling Scrap Iron 
as Cotton—The Increasing Interest in the 
Coming New Yerk State Election.

WasuinGcton, April 6.—To-day the house 
was discussing the tariff commission bill. It 
was a dry subject and the speeches were dull, 
but some of them were worthy of notice, 
Among these was the effort of Me. McKinley, 
of Ohio, a gentleman whose friends call him 
the brightest Buckeye statesman in the house. 
He went it with a vengeance on the tariff 
generally and said nothing new until he came 
to the point of the benefits of the tariff to the 
cotton planter. The other day Mr, Aiken, of 
South Carolina, had protested vigorously 
against the tariff on cotton ties, and 
Mr. McKinley .said he was prepared 
to explode the gentieman's argument on 
that point. Raising his voice and waving a 
newspaper over his head, he exclaimed, “I 
find a complete refutation of the gentleman’s 
argument in the Telegraph and Messenger, a 
paper published in Macon, Georgia.”’ He did 
not elaborate the editor’s argument, but sim- 
ply read it to prove the startling fact that the 
southern planter is getting rich buying ties at 
2’ cents a pound and selling them at 11 
cents. Why, said he, they made four millions 
of dollars at this last year. He then declared 
the cotton planter the most insatiate of all 
men. Representative McKinley has evidently 
notread Tne ConsTItuTIon on the cotton tie 
question, but his views on the other points 
discussed were about as superficial as this. 
He is a young man, and like most voung 
men in congress, dealt largely in fuss and 
fancy, completing after severe physical effort, 
a pretty speech of the syllabub genus. » 

TINKERING THE TARIFF, 

Every man in congress feels called upon to 
tackle the tariff. Nothing is easier to say 
something on. Nothing is harder to say any- 
thing worth hearing on. All the political 
economies have been ransacked, and their 
theories peddled out before the dazing public 
until the appearance of a tariff orator of the 
average ability is the signal for a general exo- 
dus from floor and ghklleries. But if a man 
don’tspeak on what everybody else talks 
about his constituency will suspect that he 
does not grasp the subject. 

On this question the speechés of Carlisle 
and Hewitt are regarded as valuable contribu- 
tionsin an unusually trashy debate. 

THE APPROACHING NEW YORK ELECTION, 

Great interest is taken in the approaching 
New York election. The ¢¢mocrats are now 
confident of the Pacific slope and New York 
is really the pivotal state from their stand- 
point. Itis very important to elect the goy- 
ernor and legislature there next fall. Both 
parties are at work already. President Ar- 
thur wants Secretary Folger to be the repub- 
lican candidate for governor. Folger wants 
to be. Conkling and the home stalwarts want 
him, too. Mr. Erastus Ransom, Arthur’s law 
partner, has been closeted with him to-day 
fixing this business. Arthur is in his glory 
They will pro- 
bably trot the old man out. The democrats 
are hoping forit. He is an old stick. The 
half breeds hate him as they hate every stal- 
wart and he can’t lead an_ enthusias- 
tic campaign of bis own crowd. Mr. Flowers 
is certainly trying to get the democratic nom- 
ination and Barnum came here to put him at 
the head of the congressional campaign com- 
mittee merely to introduce to the New York 
democrary in an imposing attitude. I lower 
has money and will spend it. Personally 
popular, he won considerable prestige by lay- 
ing out Astor in astrong republican district. 
Hie would be more acceptable to Tammany 
than almost any other Tilden democrat. 
But everybody agrees that the time to truckle 
to John Kelly kas passed, and now the dem- 
ocrats can better afford to defy him, for the 
desertion of Tammany could not work as 
much mischief with them as the breach 
in their opponent’s ranks is sure to occasion. 
Conkling and Arthur will control the party 
machinery. They have adopted a more vin- 
dictive policy thanever. A ‘thalf-breed’’ who 
goes to the white house now meets, at the best, 
acold reception, and frequently a direct re- 
buff. The quarrel so far from ceasing grows 
bitterer every day. Every indication points 
toa clean democratic sweep, with allowances 
for blunders to the degree that seems indis- 
pensable with the dear old party. 

The cheering prospect may bring out some 
of the veterans tocrowd out the ambitious 
young millionaire, but he is in for the prize 
and has collected a host of backers already.

THE GAMEON ADAMS. 


How the Bunko Men Worked up the Scheme Against 
the ex-Miniater. 

Boston April 8.—About a week ago, J. 5. 
Morrison, a neatly dressed, fastidious appear- 
ing young man withone J. F. Norténa, with 
other notorious bunko and confidence men, 
laid a scheme to brace Charles Francis Adams 
against a derrick rigged for him ata gambling 
honse on Boylston street, overlooking a public 
garden, situated in the most esthetic part of 
the city. Morrison met Adams as he was 
leaving his residence, and introduced himself 
as ason of awell known statesman, who in 
life was a dear friend of Mr. Adams, and won 
the confidence of his intended victim. After 
a little effort Adams was inveigled into the 
house, and after a little hesitation was in- 
duced to take part in a quiet little game. 

HE GROWS INFATUATED. 

Adams became so infatuated that he fol- 
lowed up the sport until he found himself in 
the hole for $19,350.. The rogues impressed 
on him the importance of taking his losses 
quietly, on the ground thatif the public heard 
of the facts his family would suffer irreparable 
damage to their character. The memory of 
his father and grandfather, two illustrious 
presidents, would also suffer, The old man 
dgreed with the bunko men in this respect, 
and not having ready cash, offered checks in 
liéu of his indebtedness.

Adams soon 
after was seen to go out to drive with two 
ladies, and the rogues concluded all was right. 
The next day the check for $17,500 was re- 
ceived at the bank, and attention was called 
to the fact that, although the check was gen- 
uine, it overdrew Mr. Adams’s deposit. The 
party presenting the check, however, was paid, 
but had the amount transferred to the ac- 
count of another man, who was a depositor 
in the same bank. 

THE SONS HEAR OF IT. 

Notice of receipt of the check was sent to 
Charles Francis and Jobn Quincy Adams, 
sons of the old man. They concluded some- 
thing was wrong, and they soon learned the 
facts from their father. Morrison was found, 
and coolly informed the two sons that a gang 
had put upthe job. He claimed it was an 
old ‘racket,’ and that other wealtby and 
aristocratic men of Boston had been bled in 
the same way without a murmur, and he 
thought the best thing that could be done by 
the Adams family would be to say nothing. 
It was also found that Morrison had got the 
money called for by the check from the man 
to whose account it had been transferred. 
Morrison gaye the names of merchants who 
had been swindled; and was allowed to de- 
part, 


LOSS OF LIFE. 


Oceasioned by the Explosion ef the Boller of a River 
2 Steamer. 


MILWAUKEE, Aprils®.—A special from La- 
erosse, Wis., says: At an early hour, this 
morning, the city was thrown into intense 
excitement by the report that the boilers 
of the Bellemac had exploded, with terrible 
loss of life, near Brownsville, a few miles be- 
low this city. These reports were found to 
be true, as Hon. H. A. McDonald, one of the 
owners of the boat, received a telegram to 
that effect,and preparations were made at 
once to go to the scene of the disaster. 

HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

The steamer lay at the levee, and after pro- 
viding necessary medical aid, etc., left for the 
wreck and arrived at the place of the explo- 
sion about 7:30 o’clock in the morning. The 
scene was horrible. The Bellamac was on her 
way up atthe time of the disaster, and was 
only about ten miles below the city. 

THE PARTICULARS ASCERTAINED, 

Trough the interviews with a number who 
were on board the boat at the time of the 
disaster, a Republican reporter learned that 
everything was running smoothly and the 
head engineer and night watch had changed 
watches and retired for the night. The acci- 
dent occurred about 1:30 a.m., and the explo- 
sion completely wrecked the upper works of 
the steamer, causing loss of life and fearful 
injury to many of the officers and crew. The 
crew consisted of nineteen men, including 
the officers. Of this number five are missing, 
one is dead and three are probably fatally in- 
jured, and the remainder are more or less 
hurt,

| BAITED BY BLAIR. 


THE WILY SHIPHERD CONTINUES 
HIS NARRATIVE, 

Which Goes to Show that the Secretary of State was 
Quoted by the New Hampshire Senator as Say- 
ing a Great Deal More than He Did— 
Shipherd’s Meeting With Blaine. 


Wasurxetox, April 8.—The examination of 
Shipherd was resumed to-day, by Mr. Rice, 
wit the inquiry: ‘Have you any other cor- 
respondence with the secretary of state (Mr. 
Blaine) which has not been printed?’ He 
answered: “I have none, with the exception 
of a letter of December 10th, 1881, addressed 
to Governor Boutwell,. and intended to be 
shown the secretary of state, whoever he 
might be, whether Blaine or Freylinghuysen.” 
The letter was then put in evidence, and was 
read by the clerk. It was quite long, and de- 
fended the writer (Shipherd) from the secre- 
tary’s charges against him of attempting to 
bribe Minister Hurlbut. 

INTERVIEWS WITH BLAINE. 

Shipherd was asked to state what perscnal 
interviews he had with Secretary Blaine, and 
replied that he held the first interview with 
him on the evening of October 13th, and 
another on the morning of October 14th. 
Witness then stated, at some length, the cir- 
cumstances which led up to the first inter- 
view, going back to the dispatches which he 
(Shipperd) had supposed were sent by Secre- 
tary Blaine to Mr. Hurlbut. These dis- 
patches, witness stated, were read to Sen- 
ator Blair by Mr. Blaine on June 2d, 
and subsequently Senator Blair re- 
marked to him  (Shipherd): “If you 
had written the dispatches yourself, they 
could not have covered the ground more per- 
fectly, particularly the cable dispatches.’’ 
Shortly after that, witness saw Senator Blair, 
and asked if the dispatches had been sent, 
and was assured that they had been, and 
again a few days afterwards Senator Blair 
said to witness: ‘I have seen’ the 
secretary, and he says the dispatches were sent 
without alteration of any kind on the same 
day that they were read to me—June 2d. 
When the witness received Hulburt’s letter, 
stating that no such dispatches had been re- 
ceived, he was much disturbed, and at once 
sought Mr. Blair to find out what it meant. 
The senator was greatly puzzled and said: 
“Mr. Shipherd, this effects my veracity and 
that of the secretary. I will make this my 
business to investigate.”’ 

ON TO WASHINGTON, 

Witness came to Weshington on the advice 
of Blair, and held his first interview with the 
secretary on the evening of October 13th. 
Witness then denied what occurred at this in- 
terview. The secretary appeared a little im- 
patient, and as he (Shipherd) thought seemed 
to anticipate the object of his visit. Witness 
showed him Hurlbut’s letter. He took it, 
réad it, threw {t down and said: ‘*What’s the 
matter with that letter?’’ Witness replied: 
‘‘Mr. Secretary, it disturbs us by what it does 
not say, ratherthun by what it does say. It 
discusses Peru and her affairs, but says noth- 
ing of American interests.”’ 

BLAINE GROWS INDIGNANT. 

Witness continued: “I then adverted to 
Mr. Hurlbut’ssingular conduct in withhold- 
ing the documents he had been requested to 
deliver to Mr. Arizona. Mr. Blaine retorted 
sharply: ‘What business had you to make an 
errand boy of the American minister? He 
would have done right if he had thrown all 
your papers into tie fire.’”’ Witness then told 
Mr. Blaine what was reported of Mr. Hurl- 
but’s intimacy with Juarez; that they had 
gone out together on the steamer; that on ar- 
riving at Lima, Juarez had plaved at Hurlbut’s 
disposal one of the finest residences in Lima, 
with a wine cellar exceptionally well stocked, 
and that Hurlbut was occupying it free of ex- 
ang to himself, and all had been furnished 
»y the Credit Industrial. Mr. Blaine laughed 
incredulously and said: “Oh, they don’t 
catch Steve in that way. If he lives in 
a fine house he pays for it.’’ Witness 
then said further: *‘Well, Mr. Secretary, their 
intimacy isa matter of public comment in 
Lima. ‘They are always together. Juarez is 
virtually an inmate of the Amerilan lega- 
tion.’”’ Mr. Blaine exclaimed with great em- 
phasis: “If allthis be true, he must have 
sold out to the Cred Industrial. 4& will go 
to the bottom of this.’’ Then, after a moment 
turning to witness, he added, ‘‘WHat do you 
want me to do, Mr. Shipherd?’ Witness 
handed him a draft ofa dispatch, and said: 
“Send that to Hurlbut.’”’ Blaine read it and 
replied: “NO, not that. It 
would raise a howl. in. congress.”’ 

MR. BLAINE’S TELEGRAM. ; 

He (Mr. Blaine) then wrote, resting on the 
arm of his chair, a dispatch in substance as 
follows: ‘‘A report reaches the state depart- 
ment that your conduct is such as to lead to 
the suspicion of improper relation with the 
credit industrial. You must stop it.’ Wit- 
ness continued: “I heard afterwards, through 


the dispatch which, it appears from the cor- 
respondence furnished by the state depart- 
ment, was sent was very different from this 
dispatch which the secretary wrote in my 
presence and read to me.”’ 

Recurring to the dispatch which Blaine had 
sent to Hurlbut relative vo his supposed con- 
nection with the Credit Industrial, Mr. Ship- 
herd said that subsequently, on meeting Mr. 
Blaine, he (Blaine) said: “I have received a 
reply from Hurlbut, and there is nothing in 
your charges whatever. I knew there was 
noth.ng in it, so don’t say anything more to 
me on that subject.”” Mr. Rice then asked 
the witness if he had any further facts to offer 
to show that Hurlbut ever had any connection 
with the Creait Industrial, and received as 
reply, ‘‘I have not.”’ 

Mr. Rice—‘‘Have you any facts to offer to 
lead to the slightest suspicion that Blaine 
ever had any cunnection with or interest in 
the Credit industrial?” 

‘None whatever ”’ 

Mr, Rice—‘‘Have you anything to show 
that Blaine ever had the slightest interest in 
the Peruvian company?’ 

Answer—"'I have never charged him with 
any connection or interest in either.” 

Mr. Rice—“Then, what grounds had you 
for supposing that the secretary ever was 
favorable to your company?” 

Answer—*fhe manner in which he 
had treated the subject and 

articularly the assurance of Senator Blair, 
He (Blair) frequently told me: ‘Shipherd, 
you can quote the secretary; quote him a 
good deal stronger than you have done. You 
can’t quote him too streng. Don’t expect 
him to commit himself in writing, but be 
sure of this, that the state department is 
thoroughly with us in this matter.’ ”

The Official Messenger, 
which generally denies the reports of dis 
turbances says they are exaggerated, confirms 
this report, and says that thirty arrests haye 
been made in connection with the riot.

One day last week Sheriff McElhannon re- 
ceived the following letter through the mail: 

Inp1aAN Sprines, Butts county, Georgia, 
March 21, 1882.—To the sheriff of Jackson 
county. Sir: Was there a man in Jefferson 
jail about six years ago for committing mur- 
der? There is a man living here by the name 
of John Hawkins Pippinger. He is a tolera- 
bly heavy set man; his height is about six 
feet; weight about 165 or 175; black hair and 
whiskers; grey eyes. Why I am writing 
this: if it be so, I think that justice ought to 
take its course. I heard the statement from 
his own lips that he killed a half-breed—half 
Indian and half white man—in Jackson county 
with a white oak heart, and was imprisoned 
‘in Jefferson jail for sate keeping, and he broke 
jailand made his escape. Report say that 
a was married up there. Isit so? If so, he 
has married down here, and has a wife and 
two children. He lives three miles south of 
Indian Springs, on a place that is called the 
Morris place. The writerisa friend to jus- 
tice. I would be glad to know of his marry- 
ing. Please keep the writer to yourself, fur 
he has threatened to take my life if I 
divulged on him.

' SUSPICION AROUSED. 

Sheriff McElbannon at once divined that it 
was Sanford T. Pirkle, who had killed John 
C. Straynge, of this county, in the early part 
of January, 1875, up near the line of this 
county and Hall. Pirkle escaped and quit 
the county and was caught in DeKalb county, 
but by some means he again escaped, He 
then went to Tennessee, and remained until 
in the fall, when he returned and visited his 
wife, secretly, at night, and remaining out in 
the woods in the day time. Not being 
very particular about who he _ showed 
himself to, it became noised about that he 
was in the community, and several attempts 
were made tocatch him, but all to no pur- 

ose. He was at last caught asleep in an out- 
ene by Messrs. Findley and Davis, of Hall 
county, who received the reward for his cap- 
ture. He remained in jail here for some 
time, and made his escape at the samc time 
that Kelley, Busby and a negrodid, by boring 
out, and this was the last that was, publicly 
known of him, the whole affair having al- 
most pafséd out of mind. 

, FOLLOWED TO HIS LAIR. 

The above letter suggested to Sheriff McEl- 
hannon the propriety of going to see Mr. 
Pippinger anyhow. Not knowing Sandford 
Pirkle, he took along with him Mr. Dank 
Straynge,a brother to the murdered man 
in order to see if Mr. Pippinger was Sandfor 
Pirkle under an assumed name. After much 
difticulty in locating the residence, Pippinger 
was arrested, and did not deny his identity, 
and Sheriff McElhannon brought him back 
with him, and he is now lodged in jail at this 
place. He had been livingin Monroe county 
almost ever since his escape, and was in very 
fair circumstances; was married and had two 
children, notwsmthstanding he had a living 
wife and several children in this county, and 
was making @ good citizen in the community,

PIRK LE’S SURPRISE. 

When told the manner in which his where- 
abouts had become known he expressed great 
surprise, and insists that he has never told a 
living soul as to his true identity except his 
wife. Upon inquiring amongst the citizens 
of the community, Sheriff MeElhannon dis- 
covered that Seaborn Howard must be a fic- 
titious name, as no such person lived in that 
community or county. Mr. Pirkle says that 
he is of the opinion that the father of Ed and 
Charles Kelley gave him away, because he 
would not sign an affidavit that Charles stole 
a mule instead of Ed, for which theft Ed had 
been sent to the chain-gang. Pirkle says that 
old man Kelley knew of his whereabouts, and 
came to him for that purpose. In regard to 
the manner of his escape from the old jail in 
this place, he says that the hole was made 
from the outsid2 by Charles Kelley, and that 
he was assisted by some citizens of Jefferson, 
but he won’t tell who they were. 


THE ATHENS RIOTERS. 


Two of the Number Bound Over For Trial Before 
the City Court. 
From the Athens Banner. 

The following persons, charged under sec- 
tion 354, were arraigned before the mayor: 
Dock Alexander, notin court; Joe Jackson, 
William Panion, Henry Carey, Wash Scott, 
Hamp Thomas, Wink Toliver, Wyatt Up- 
shaw, William Montgomery, Henry Castle- 
man, Charley Schley, John Austin, Lloyd 
Long, Ned Lester, John Minnafield, Ed Bass 
and Ed Atkins. The section under which 
they were arrested reads as follows: 

‘‘No person shall be guilty of any disor- 
derly conduct, calculated to disturb the 
peace of the city.”’ 

Forsome time before the assembling of 
court a number of whites and_ blacks congre- 
gated in front of the building, and when the 
cases were called the court reom was packed 
almost to suffocation; but nothing was said 
or done calculated to provoke a breach of the 
peace—as both whites and blacks had appa- 
rently made up their minds to accept the 
issue of the law. Mayor Rucker was calm 
and determined—and all present saw on his 
face that he intended to preserve the peace of 
the city and vindicate the stain fixed upon 
its good name at all hazards, 

THE CASES TRIED. 

After evidence had been taken in the vari- 
ous cases, City Attorney Rucker arose and in 
a few words stated that while the evidence 
snowed this to bean illegal gathering, nothing 
was produced to show that the arraigned were 
guilty of disorderly conduct; but the code 
gave the mayor authority to bind prisoners 
over to a higher court if he thinks that tribu- 
nal has jurisdiction in their case. He there- 
fore recommended that the prisoners be bound 
over to appear at the city court. The mayor 
could not agree with the attorney that the 
peace of the city had not been disturbed—that 
they were guilty of disorderly conduct in a 
high degree. But he is perfectly willing for 
this case to go to a higher tribunal. He bound 
the following persons over under $100 bonds 
to appear before the city court: William Pan- 
ion, Wyatt Upshaw, Henry Casey. Wash Scott 
and Hamp Thomas. -The others were dis- 
missed. The five former gave bond, with the 
following securities:. John McCleskey, John 
Manafield, Pink Morton and Abe Lowe—all 
colored. 

Before. adjournment his honor fixed a $20 
fine on Nick Toliver for contempt of court, 
besides the ten days in. jail.

Supposing that anything relative to our 
prosperity will interest your readers, I will 
give you some account of our newly-discover- 
ed vein on the Teel mine. To establish be- 
yond a doubt in my mind the fact of its being 
a fissure, its course is directly across the track 
of all our veins heretofore discovered, which 
lie northeast and southwest.

Then again we went ona night frolic with 
nabor Freeman’s folks to see the fish caught 
in a gill net, for it was a new sport to us, and 
so we looked up the horse and rode over to the 
mill pond, and they had hardly got the nets 
straightened out before the big suckers com- 
menced to try its strength, and in less than an 
hour we had about twenty-five pounds of fish 
in the boat. We took along coffee, and bread, 
and cake, and pickles, and jelly, and other 
luxuries, and sat’round the fire on the bank 
and enjoyed ourselves in seeing one another 
happy and the children ina glee.

THE COUNTRY ROADS. 

In.a few months at the longest the people 
of Georg a will be engaged in selecting can- 
didates for the legislature; and this is a good 
time to consider what should be done to im- 
prove the public roads of the state witha 
view of selecting of men who will give ex- 
pression in tLe legislature to public opinion 
on the subject. It is simply unnecessary to 
say that the roads of Georgia are as poor as 
they cen wel! be, and that the present system 
of road-making and road-repairing has no 
tendency to better ones. The Selma Times 
in digcussing this subject says that wagons 
which last a generation in some states, last 
only three years in Alabama, and that muddy 
roads cause the hardy mule tosuccumb in two 
or three years. We cannot do better than to 
quote from the Times’s sensible and timely 
article: ‘“‘The money that Alabama has lost 
“by the ruin and repair of vehicles and by 
“the death of stock would make as fine roads 
‘as could be desired. And yet with a want of 
‘reason akin to madness, a stupidity that is 
‘‘marvelous we persist in letting the present 
“road-working system remain on our statute 
‘‘hooks. Many men will get red in the face 
‘‘and denounce as monarchical oppression the 
“very suggestion of a direct tax of a few dol- 
‘Jars to make passable roads by contract, 
‘when at the same time they are paying out 
‘‘nerhaps hundreds of dollars yearly for new 
“mules and new wagons. Such stupidity is 
‘absurd.’ 

The Georgia system is no better than the 
Alabama system, anda reform from bottom 
to top is needed. Instead of wasting money 
in senseless and temporary repairs some 
means should be devised to build roads that 
will stand the test of muddy seasons. The 
Charlotte Home says in relation to this sub- 
ject: ‘Every mile of road finished adds to the 
‘valuation of property and isan inducement to 
“immigrants, and the increased popu- 
“lation woug! contribute a per 
‘capita amount. The result of this can 
“readily be seen, for not many years would 
“elapse ere the whole highways would be put 
‘an thorough repair and the state rid of that 
“drawback to her advancement and prosper- 
a. 

Theré is in fact no investment that a com- 
munity can make which will return better 
dividends than good roads; and if the people 
will, in selecting candidates for the legislature 
consider the importance of legislation 
on this subject, there is no reason why Geor- 
gia, with a sandy soil and generally even sur- 
face, should not have public roads that would 
compare favorably with those of any other 
state—roads that would attract immigration,

THE BLAIR EDUCATIONAL BILL. 
Qut of a voting population of 11,000,006 
nearly 1,400,000 cannot read and write, and 
the danger that such a percentage of illiteracy 
involves is attracting the attention of 
thoughtful men in every section of the coun- 
try. Itis nottoo much to say that the con- 
trol and legislation of this country is dictated 
by men who cannot read the ballots they cast. 
The percentage of illiteracy ranges from 34% 
in Alabama to 234 in Iowa. To remedy the 
evil, especially among the colored population 
of the southern states, very many: think self- 
preservation demands that the general gov- 
ernment should lend a helping hand. Many 
bills have been introduced to this 
effect, and the latest comes 
from Senator Blair of New Hampshire. 

Mr. Blair’s bill profioses that for ten years 
from the date of its enactment “aid in the 
“establishment and temporary support of 
“common schools’? be granted as follows: 
The first year, the sum of $15,000,000; the sec- 
ond year, $14,000,000; the third year, $13,000,- 
000; and 80 on, reducing the amount $1,000,- 
000 each year, until the tenth and last appro- 
priation, which would be only $6,000,000. 
These several sums are to be distributed on 
the basis of illiteracy, and, unless in excep- 
tional cases, no part of them isto be used for 
the erection or rent of school buildings. This 
bill has some chances of passage—which can- 
not be said of Senator Logan’s bill to devote 
the whisky tax to public edu- 
cation. The latter would be al- 
together too liberal a money grant to the 
south, and so it has been shelved. Mr. Blair's 
bill may become a law. Public opinion favors 
government aid, and the new proposition is a 
compromise between the whisky proposition 
and the old public-lands bill. The national 
teachers’ association have indorsed the Blair 
bill, and this is good evidence both of its 
merits and standing in congress. If it becomes 
alaw, the available school fund of Georgia 
will be swelled from about $400,000 to about 
$1,500,000, and nine months ot school would 
be possible in every militia district. The 
Blair bill, if it becomes a law, will not super- 
sede state effort; on the other hand, it will 
doubtless provide that its grants from the 
common treasury shall be supplemented by 
state contributions to the extent of at least 
one-third. The state part may, however, be 
used for the erection of school buildings, for 
the training of teachers and other similar 
work—the whole to be carried on, of course, 
by the state authorities.

w Nearly every one that is able to get out aids more 
or less in picking cotton; and some white women 
can plow the Georgia mule; in fact some white 
women, both married and single, help to do most 
all kindsof farm jabor. 

There is scarcely one family in every four that 

have a colored person on the premises. Mostofthe 
large farms have, more or less, negro laborers A 
great many of the best hired laborers known to our 
section are white men. 
_ Now how would ‘“‘Jayhawker's’’ assertions sound 
insuchacommunity? Why you had as well tell 
them that the sun was an iceberg with a black veil 
spread alloverit.

Through Trvins Promised by the Middle of August— 
Notes Along the Way-The Greenwood and 
Sr.artanburg R>ute—Interesting Matters 
Concerning the New Lines. 


"The three new railroads coming into At- 
lanta’ are being pushed with extraordinary 
vigor. It has progressed so quietly that 
many of our citizens are not aware that in a 
short time they will see new trains from the 
south and west coming into Atlanta.

Forms the Subject of Some Inquiries by a Conatitu- 
tien Keporter.

It only happens 
that twelve years ago when 1 was the only 
dealer in town, I used to bring in a barrel of 
fish ata time and half of them would spoil 
before I could close them out.

“T think that this market will average more 
two tons a week the year round.”’ 

‘Where do the fish come from?”

Well, 
we call that box a car. It holds 1100 
pounds of fish, and in that car we get salmon 
from the lakes. It is filled in now with fish 
from lake Erie.’’ 

‘What else have you from the lakes?’ 

“We have pickerel, yellow perch, and 
trout.”’ 

“When did trout begin to come in?” 

‘About a week ago.”’ 

“What are they worth?” 

‘Fresh water trout are 1244 cents a pound 
and salt water trout are ten cents.’’ 

“There is a disembowled red snapper, 
where did he come from?” 

“The gulf of Mexico.”’ 

“When did he arrive?” 

“Wetell’em that he came _ to-day, but I 
would not make affidavit that ‘he hasn’t been 
here a week.”’ 

The fact is,’ continued the fish dealer, ‘‘a 
fish isas good a week after he arrives as he is 
the day he gets here, if he is well cared for 
with ice. See how hard and firm that snap- 
per’s flesh is. Buyutif we tella man that that 
tish is a week old he won't buy him, so we 
never have any fish on hand that -do not ar- 
rive on the day on which they are offered for 
sale.”’ 

‘“‘What have you in the way of shad?” 

‘“‘We have some very fine James river shad 
at a low price.”’ 

‘“‘Arrived to-day ?”’ 

“Of course.’’ 

“How much?’ 

‘‘From thirty to fifty cents apiece. This is 
a good shad market. We follow the shad 
wherever they goand come back with them.” 

‘What else have you?” 

‘We have here the whiting, a very popular 
fish from Charleston. We sell a great many 
of them to the Charlestonians who are in the 
city.”’ 

‘‘When is the preper time in which to eat 
fish ?’’ 

‘“*T am satisfied that the summer months are 
the months for fish eating. The first thing 
that I did in the fish business here was to get 
the people to use fish in winter, and now | 
have convinced them that summer is the 
proper time in which to eat fish.”’

“During my long practice in Atlanta,” he 
said, “I have, year after year, experienced the 
increasing difficulty of passing children 
through the summer months. The amount 
of sickness, especially among the teething in- 
fants, is truly distressing. Every parent 
knows what amount of trouble and anxieties 
the heated season brings every year. Very 
few families there are, here, who do not 
mourn over the loss of some of their dear lit- 
tle ones; some poor mothers have not even a 
single one left! In our now crowded city 
science is often powerless, and the physician 
can only prescribe a change of atmosphere. 
This the rich people can easily do, but 
many have limited means or cannot 
conveniently send a art of their 
family to Toccoa or to allulah falls. 

WHERE WE SHOULD GO. 

If we could get the city to buy the proposed 
grounds near Ponce de Leon, I am confident 
that some enterprising capitalist would at 
once build there a convenient hotel, where 
many young mothers could get at reduced 
expense, for themselves and their little ones, 
the exercise, fresh air and change of atmos- 
phere required. Besides, see of what benefit 
it would be for suffering, ladies, for anemic 
girls. They would be enabled to have at 
once good air and _ bodily exercise, with 
the enefit of the mineral wa- 
ters!
